I Washington, D. C, Jan. 21— The State 
Department will not be drawn into the 
controversy which Iuj sprung up be- 
i tweeu the European powers respecting

i Spain. Lord Crnnborne's statement in 
parliament yesterday is recognized as 
absolutely correct ns far as it went, but 
there are chapters in tin' story which 
he iliil not touch upon, and it is recog- 
nized here ns inexpedient to develop all 
the facts even now, lest animosity spring 
up without: stllllcient reason. The frank 
statement of Lord Cranborne touching 
lAustria's earnest efforts to prevent war 
caused no resentment, where it is rea- 
lised thai there were dynastic and sym- 
pathetic reasons thai justified, or ai 
least extenuated the Austrian purpose. 

Vicuna, Jan. 21. Inquiries made by 
the Associated Press at the Austro-Hun- 
gnrian iPoreign oflicc confirm the essen- 
tial points of the statements made by 
Lord Cranborne, the British Foreign 
Under Secretary in the House of Com- 
mons yesterday. The dynastic [rela- 
tions of Austria with Spain, the Queen 
Regent being an Archduchess of Aus- 
tria, led Austria, before the declaration 
of war between Spain and the United 
States to begin a peace propaganda, 
which was carried on not only in Eng- 
land, but throughout Europe. Prance 
was ready to second the efforts of Aus- 
tria, Germany and Russia maintained 
a passive attitude. Great Britain was 
at first disposed to sign the proposed 
note, but after a confidential report from 
Washington, declined either to sign 
such a note as the Austrian ambassa- 
dor proposed, or to take any further 
steps. Afterwards Austria and Prance 
made direct representations at Wash- 
ington, but ceased their efforts after the 
declaration of war. 

Berlin, Jan. 21. — The Foreign olllce de- 
nies that Germany desired or associated 
itself with any other government, that 
may have sought to bring about Euro- 
pean intervention in the Spanish-Ameri- 
can war.

erals that he would not again be a can- 
didate, and that in that particular the 
Colonel was perfectly free to run again, 
hut that having pledged his word not 
to be a candidate he had kept his pledge, 
lie repudiated the report that he had 
made personal charges against Mr. 
Riley, which the Times in the far 
the facts had attributed to him. This 
he took to bo a sign of weakness on the 
part of his opponents, for they had 
adopted a policy of personal abuse which 
' 5 had carefully avoided. (Applause.) 

lie drdied the Times to prove its in- 
sinuations, but if it and its friends 
wished to enter upon a campaign of per- 
sonalities he was prepared for them as 
he had no fear of bis past record. (Ap- 
plause.) 

He had been connected with nnd in- 
terested in different companies nnd cor- 
porations during his business nnd par-

a fact that a great many of those pres- 
ent in the meeting would never have 
been here had it not been for that great 
national highway conceived and built by 
the Conservative party. (Applause.) 

During the years which followed the 
completion of the C. P. I!.. British Co- 
lumbia's representatives iu parliament 
were confronted with the amount the 
road had cost the country and that was 
made an excuse, and not an unreason- 
able one. for tho government's failure 
to contribute liberal aid to public works 
in this province. The Lilbi rats had no 
such excuse. When they came into pow- 
er the C. P. R. had been built and paid 
for yet they hail persistently ignored 
'lie claims of the province, and wa« 
bleeding it lo the last dollar without 
anything like an equitable return. (Ap- 
plause.) 

Taking up the case of the province as

'were by-elections. (Applause.) 

What the country stood in need of 
at this period in its history was the 
election of men of independence, who 
were not afraid to stand up for the rights 
of the province. The editor of the Colo- 
nist had struck the key note of the situa- 
tion in demanding that a Western policy 
was required. What was wanted for 
Victoria was a man who would enunci- 
ate a Western policy nnd leave no stone 
unturned to keep it before tho House, 
hut to do that it was better to send a 
Conservative wdio would have his fellow- 
members lo help him. (Applause.) If 
tho Liberals should bring down a fair 
Western policy and live up to it. he 
iwould be willing to give them his loyal 
support, or if his party objected to his 
doing so. resign his seal. I Applause.) 

He pledged himself, if elected, to lose 
no opportunity to force the claims of the 
province upon I he government and to 
join with other members in supporting 
II Western policy. Someone had told 
him thai there was a report iu circula- 
tion that be had appeared before a Chi- 
nes" coin mission some years ago and 
favored Chinese immigration. His fa- 
ther had appeared before thai commis- 
sion and had given the strongest evi- 
dence against the Chinese — so import- 
ant that it was printed in pamphlet 
form for distribution. Personally, he 
had never appeared before any Chinese 
commission, and il was an unworthy 
and mean device to make such an ac- 
cusation against him. fApplnuse.) Mr. 
Barnard concluded a forcible speech by 
asking the electors to give him a gener- 
ous support, and resumed his seat amid 
cheers.

With regard to Ihe charge that he 
had promised that he would not run 
again and thnt he would vote for a Lib- 
era), ho declared there was not a word of 
truth in it. He had promised not to 
run in this election, and lie had further 
said that if Sir Wilfrid Laurier would 
appoint a representative British Colum- 
bia Liberal to the cabinet he would not 
oppose his election, although the Liber- 
als had opposed his election when lie 
hud been given a portfolio by the Conser- 
vatives. (Applause.) He had said that, 
and he meant it. If Senator Temple- 
mnn or any other capable, representa- 
tive man (Mr. Riley was not cither) was 
appointed a cabinet minister, he would 
keep his promise. (Applause.) 

SIR HIBBERT TUPPER. 
Sir Charles Hibbert Tupper. wdio was 
introduced by the chairman in a few 
well-chosen words, had an excellent re- 
ception, and miTTle a telling and witty 
speech. This was, he said, an important 
election, but thoro was not on this coast 
that intense interest in politics which 
distinguished the Past, nnd speaking at 
such a late hour, he felt a little uncer- 
tain of the patience of the audience. 
(Ln lighter.) He was very glad to be 
present to support the candidature of 
Mr. Barnard, who had been bis colleague 
iu the House of Commons in former 
limes. He could well remember the 
days when Col. Prior nnd Mr. Barnard 
were members of a very small band rep- 
resenting this prov'jice, which had 
fought manfully for its rights. (Ap- 
plause. 1 He greatly regretted that such 
an able man as Col. Prior should have 
to retire temporarily from the Dominion 
parliament, and he was sure thnt no 
man in British Columbia— lie he Liberal 
or Conservative — was more capable of 
representing the province nt Ottawa. 
But Victoria hnd a good substitute in 
Mr. Barnard. Their candidate did not 
claim that the record of the Conserva- 
tive party was absolutely perfect, but 
ho (the speaker) and Mr. Barnard were 
both for good government. Mr. Riley 
threatened the electorate. (Laughter. 1 
He practically said that unless he was 
elected the people of Victoria would 
suffer for it. (Laughter and cheers.) 
What could bo a more contemptible 
policy that that. None of the great Lib- 
eral leaders had ever descended so low 
as to threaten the electors — to hint, for 
instance, nt the non-expenditure of gov- 
ernment money unless they -were elected. 
If this threat was true, then it stamped 
the government as corrupt. Mr. Barnard 
proposes to fight this battle on the very 
linos that the forefathers of the present 
■Liberals proposed to fight 011— namely, 
on principles. Now the government, 
that had got in by a trick, and retained 
power by appealing to racial prejudices, 
had fallen from its previous high estate, 
and its mam policy seemed to bo that 
of "pap." I Laughter ami cheers.) 

In 1SS5 Mr. Fielding, the iinance min- 
ister, had protested against, a party 
which had one set of principles in ollio'c 
and another out of it. The present, gov- 
ernment could be convicted of this in- 
ii|iiity. In '!):! a .solemn conclave of the 
Liberal party was held, and the stan- 
dard of free trade was nailed to the 
party's mast. Men were sent out to ed- 
ucate British .Columbia in this direction, 
when the province was ground under the 
he.d of the Conservative government. 
(Loud laughter.) The province then 
contributed Slid per head to the Domin- 
ion treasury, while the East contributed 
94. hut. in spjto of the protests of Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier against this inequality, 
the ratio of contribution was now $17 
per head for this province, against !jiu 
in the rest of Canada. (Cheers.) 

The speaker then referred to the fish- 
ery regulations and to Mr. Eraser's ridi- 
cule of the idea that we should be ad- 
vised by a gentleman from Scotland. 
Strange to say. this gentleman from 
Scotland was now appointed president of 
the commission to inquire into the iish- 
erics. assisted by Messrs. Maxwell and 
M orrison. 

During ;iie Conservative regime there 
hud been a surplus, and then the Liberal 
cry had been that this surplus was the 
I" thai tho people had been bled right 
and leH ; Ihe proof of the evils of pro- 
tection. Today the I71ier.il government 
nail a surplus of §30,000,000— the largest 
surplus in the history of Canada. When 
the Liberal "wise men of the East" 
came lo British Columbia in '94, the 
war cry of their campaign was Free 
trade. He believed that il was hi the 
\ ictona theatre that Sir Wilfrid Lau- 
rier made the historic statement that if 
the Liberals were returned to power 
' they would cm off ;he head of protec- 
tion and trample upon its bodv " 
(Cheers.) Had they? The verv duties 
that were denounced by the Liberals 'is 
iniquities then were still in force now. 
(( beers. 1 Yes. and the reason that the 
country was still prosperous was do- 
cause those duties were still in exis- 
tence. (Applause.) The truth was that 
the Liberal party cared nothing for prin- 
ciple, and everything for oflice— for sal- 
aries and honors. There had been little 
change in the tariff, ami some of the 
duties had been increased. The truth 
was Hie Liberals had fooled the elector- 
ate, and while preaching protection had 
never intended to reduce the tariff. Mr. 
Israel Tart, one of the chiefs of that 
party, had slated that "he wanted to 
know why Canada should pot have the 
same protection as Ihe United Stales" 
The Liberals had stolen the Conserva- 
tives' e1oth?s. and they had got them on 
still. (Loud laughter.) 

When Col. Prior referred last year in 
tin 1 House of Commons to the uneveness 
of the distribution of the revenue Sir 
Wilfrid had the hardihood to eav (and 
'Mr. Riley would doubtless agree) that 
this showed that British Columbia was 
enterprising and wealthy. His answer 
showed that the Premier hnd no respect 
for any representative sent lo support 
linn by this province. (Hear, hear!) 
_ The question was, how "long was Brit- 
ish Columbia going to put up with this 
sort of thing? 

The Liberal party had preached reci- 
procity, they had spent large sums of 
money in commissions at Washington, 
hut recently Sir Wilfrid had nnnounced 
amidst the plaudits of manufacturers in 
Montreal that the markets of the States 
did not matter for there wee hotter mnt- 
kes in Great Britain. Well, that was 
a better sentiment. The fact was. there 
was •tin sentiment that Sir Wilfrid Lau- 
rier had ever uttered thnt be had not 
so.nc time or other contradicted.

Capt. Ferris, a native son of Victoria, 
and a grandson of Alderman Kinsman, 
is winning laurels on the .China coast, 
die is one of the youngest master mann- 
ers on the China coast and recently he 
found the Norwegian stea'uer Skuld dis- 
abled and towed her to Hongkong a dis- 
itatice of GOO miles from where the Pak- 
shnn, which vessel will be remembered 
here, for she was one of the steamers 
attracted to Victoria by the business op- 
portunities afforded by the Klondike 
-rush, found her in distress. The Pak- 
shan and Cant. Ferns are likely to win 
a tidy sum for salvage. Speaking of 
('apt. Ferris's towing feat, the China 
Mall Bays: "It is always pleasing to 
hear of a difficult work undertaken and 
well carried out. This is the case under 
notice. The Norwegian steamer Skuld 
was found by the French Mail with a 
broken shaft a short distance from Tour- 
on; slio was towed into that port and 
arrangements were made with Captain 
iFerris of the 'S. -S. Pakshan (Messrs. 
iBradley & Co.) to take her to Hong- 
kong. A four inch wire hawser was 
made fast with some fathoms of ship's 
cable in the centre of a spring and the 
'Skuld was brought to Hongkong a dis- 
tance of nearly (JIHI miles without a 
break. The whole performance reflects 
great credit on Capt. Ferris (by the 
way, the youngest captain on the China 
coast) and his ofllcers, as although no 
gales wore met with, a lumpy sea was 
running and six knots were made.

Unit the 
policy of the government for the 
coming session should lie huggereil 
inuggered up in absolute secrecy until 
it. is Hushed upon the lieges in "the 
speeeli from the throne." it is a cabi- 
net secret only to be revealed until the 
proper time, which custom has fixed 
upon as the opening of the legislature. 
Then under a farcical pretence of itt. 
being his own production, the lieutenant- 
governor or governor-geme-rul, as the 
cuse may be. reads off a speech care- 
fully prepared for him by men, whose 
ideas he may very possibly personally 
abhor and against whose policy, he would 
very likely he the first to protest, but 
for his official position. 

It strikes the Herald that Mr. 
Dunsmuir's new method, which is plain 
and straightforward without any tradi- 
tional frihs and which moreover admits 
of much greater latitude of explanation 
and deail than the dry paragraphs of 
tlie ordinary speech from the throne, 
might very well be taken ns a precedent 
for future premiers in tins province^ or 
for that matter anywhere in the Empire, 
lo adopt. It is very much along the 
lines of the custom, which allows the 
President of the United States personal- 
ly to give a lengthy exposition of the 
policy of his ndmiiiistnu'ion i" his speech 
at the opening of congress. This speech, 
being really the President's own and not 
like our speeches from the throne, really 
expressing the sentiments of other peo- 
ple, is always looked upon as a weighty 
and important document. Mr. Dnus- 
niuir's innovation i* an improvement up- 
on it in this way that it anticipates the 
opening of parliament by some weeks 
and so gives the electors time to con- 
sider carefully the policy enunciated by 
il. and also because its method of publi- 
cation is adapted to practical modern 
ideas and appeals frankly and freely to 
the people in the manner best calculated 
to reach them, tlie simple publication of 
a letter in the provincial press. 

There is u great deal of time wasted 
every session in the useless cackle 
known as the debute on the address. The 
only perceptible object of this debate is 
apparently to ascertain the relative 
strength of the government and opposi- 
tion " The vote taken at the close of 
the debate i* a straight party vote, which 
the combined eloquence of Demosthenes. 
Cicero and Mr. Gladstone rolled into 
one could not increase or diminish by a 
single solitary unit. The object of the 
whole procedure could be sqnally well 
attained by a motion ofl want of confi- 
dence lo lie P»t without debate and a 
rtansaetion of ti n minutes would fulfil 
tlie wearisome work of ten days.

Joseph Martin has addressed to 
tho Colonist the following letter in which 
he sets forth his position in the dispute 
with Senator Teinplemnu: 

To the Editor of the Colonist: 

Sir, — I lind on returning to Vancouver 
that on Saturday hist an interview was 
published with Senator Templeman in the 
Vancouver Province, headed. "Mr. Martin 
was Turned Down.' The gist of the Inter- 
view Is contained In the following para- 
graph of It. "Late Inst evening ii appears 
Mr. .Martin presented himself before the 
Victoria Executive and handed In a peti- 
tion signed by a number of his friends, 
asking lo have tho meeting for the selec- 
tion of delegates held before Tuesday, the 
'Jlst Inst. The Executive refused point 
blank to entertain the suggestion, but as 
polling diiv Is the -J.sili, and as the selected 
delegates 'would have little time In pre- 
pare to cross to Vancouver for the conven- 
tion en the llOth, If llie.v were only chosen 
on the night of the »>tl», I' was decided 
to hold the meeting on the 21th." 

"Now, this statement is absolutely with- 
out any foundation. As a matter of fact. 
I did not present myself before the Victoria 
Executive and handed in no petition of any 
kind whatever to that body. I protested 
iigalnst the calling of the Association to- 
gether on the l:i-t iilgbl prior to Ihe con- 
vention, as it seemed to me such an ar- 
rangement was calculated to result In 110 
delegates liolug appointed. I asked several 
members of the Victoria Eexcutlve to 
change this dale and have the matter all 
arranged before nomination day. This they 
refused to do. hut gave no reason whatever 
f..r siieh refusal. Mr. George Kiley, who 
was the person who would be most affect- 
ed bv mv taking the Held as a candidate 
for the Dominion election, then look the 
matter In hand. Mr. Itiiey was aware that 
under the constitution of the Liberal Asso- 
ciation of Victoria, anv live meinliers hail 
a right to call upon the president to call 
a meeting of the Association nt any time 
whatsoever for any special business. In 
order to bring the matter to u settlement 
If possible, Mr. Riley had n requisition pre- 
pared and gave 11 to a friend of his to 
get the necessary Dumber of signatures, 
and sent the requisition In lo the Victoria 
Executive himself. I hud nothing whatever 
to do with this requisition and was not 
aware that under the constitution of the 
Association, there was any such power. 
The whole proceeding emanated from Mr. 
Riley In his desire to net bona tide and 1u 
good faith with niy friends In connection 
wllh the Liberal convention In Vancouver. 

It Is true, as Senator Templeman states, 
that the Executive, or rather the president. 
In a very cold-blooded way, did turn down 
this requisition by refusing to act upon 
It, but Senator Templeman Is quite incor- 
rect In suggesting that 1 was in any way 
turned down In connection with the same. 
The man who was I uracil down. Jt seems 
lo me, was Mr. fleorge Kiley. who was re- 
sponsible for the whole affair. 

I may add thai the arbitrary manner 
in which the Executive refused to give any 
assurances whatsoever that the Association 
would be allowed In meet In time to elect 
delegates for the Vancouver convention 
very nearly resulted In myself becoming 
a candidate for Victoria. This result. In 
spite of the action of the Executive, was 
avoided by Mr. It I ley's tact and conciliatory 
action. 

So far as I am concerned, I inailo no blnlT 
whatever, but fully intended to become a 
candidate, and would have done so had I 
not received assurances which were entirely 
satisfactory lo me. that (he Association 
would meet In plenty of time, and as I 
have above staled, these assurances came 
through the personal interference of Mr. 
Kiley. who. Ii seems to me. by tills action 
In this trouble, lias shown himself a very 
Hi man to guide che destinies of .the Lib- 
eral parly in Victoria. 

It occurs to nie Unit It would he niucli 
better for Senator Templeuuiii, Instead of 
trying In see whether he could not man- 
age to have me turned down, to devote his 
attention to assist myself and other Liber- 
als In the work In which we are at lireseni 
engaged of trying lo ham Ize the Lib- 
eral parly In Itrltlsh Columbia.

A HARMLESS ANTIDOTE DISCOVERED.

Of The Condor 



On January Fifteenth Overdue 
Warship Had Not Reached 
Honolulu. 



The News Was Received at San 
Francisco By Steamship 
Alameda. 



News has been received from Hono- 
lulu to January 15 and the Condor h is 
not been heard of. The missing sloop- 
ot'-war, with her complement of .1-10 
souls, which sailed from Esquimau on 
the morning of December 2, and was 
scheduled to arrive at Honolulu on De- 
cember 13, was still missing, although 
four times as many days had elapsed ns 
the number in which she was expected 
to voyngo to Honolulu. Tho cheerless 
news was received in San Francisco by 
tho steamer Alameda, which sailed from 
Honolulu on the morning of January 15 
and up to that time — 14 days from the 
time tho Condor sailed out of the Straits 
— nothing had been heard of the long 
overdue warship. 

The Moana was to leave Honolulu on 
the same day as the Alameda and she 
will not bring much later news from the 
islands than the Alameda — but her arri- 
val is awaited with interest in the hope 
that in the short interim— some news of 
the Condor may bavo reached the is- 
lands. 

The fact that the Condor sailed out of 
the Straits on tho eve of tho awful gale 
in which tho Matteawan went down, 
has given many the impression that the 
Condor has met with accident, but on the 
other hand, naval officers at Esquimau 
nro still hopeful that, the Condor will 
vet arrive safely. 

('apt. Fleet, of IT. M. S. Phaeton, 
which left on Monday afternoon to 
search for the overdue sloop, was of the 
opinion that she had run short of coal, 
or possibly broken her shaft, and was 
sailing Iodic islands in the face of the 
heavy head winds, which are known to 
have prevailed for some time past. He 
instanced cases where other warships 
have taken as long as 45 days to reach 
Honolulu, and where liners have drift- 
ed without their propcllors and under 
scant canvas for months, us in the case 
of the Strnthnovis, which was 75 days 
at sea on a voyage from Yokohama to 
Victoria, the Perthshire, which drifted 
for three months in Australian waters, 
or the more recent case of the steamer 
Wniknlo, which was so long adrift in 
tho south seas, until a steamer took her 
in tow and brought her to port. 

Cnpt. Simpson of IT. M. S. Egerin, 
who is now commanding officer of this 
station, is also hopeful Hint tho Condor 
will arrive in port eventually. He is 
of the opinion that the Condor lias 
probably been delayed in sailing to the 
islands,' having either had a breakdown 
in her engine room, o'-oken her shaft, or 
run short of coal, rflic is a small ves- 
sel ami cannot carry a large supply of 
coal. Having to battle with stonny 
winds and heavy head sens, her engi- 
neers would in all probability endeavor 
to husband their coal, of the quality 
of which there were many complaints 
for some time before she left port. They 
will require a quantity for their con- 
densers, and tho vessel when running 
short, would without doubt bavo pro- 
ceeded under sail. In this event, with, 
her scant supply of canvas, and record 
as a slow sailer; hail she been driven 
from her course by storms she would 
take all of -15 days and perhaps more 
to go to Honolulu. 

Another opinion advanced by =ome of 
the naval men at Esquimnl! is that the 
Condor when driven from her course by 
storms, may possibly have continued un- 
der sail to 'the Pitcnirn islands, and the 
other islands of the south seas where 
I ho cables do not touch. Her ultimate 
destination was the Pitcairn islands, but 
she was to have gone by way of Hono- 
lulu mid was scheduled to arrive there 
,m December IS. 

The missing Condor is one of seven 
vessels of the same type which were 
laid down bv the builders in England nt 
the same time. Oim of this class of 
vessel was the sloop-nf-war Wasp which 
was lost about live years ago. She was 
never heard of after sailing from Eng- 
land and "f her total complement none 
escaped and nol a vestige of the wreck 
was ever found. The Condor i- a new 
vessel, being the fourth of that name in 
the British navy. She is of 0S0 tons. 
1..400 horse power, and carried in ad

DEATH BY DROWNING. 

Verdict of Coroner's Jury in the Case of 
George Henry. 

The inquest on tile body of George 
Henry, who was found drowned in the 
waters of the Ann. near Point Ellice 
bridge, on .Monday afternoon, was held 
in the police court yesterday afternoon, 
at 2 o'clock. The coroner, Dr. Hart, 
presided, mid Mr. l.oasim was chosen 
foreman of the jury. 

The first witness called was Dr. Vra- 
ser. He stated that he had held a post- 
mortem evnmination on the body of de- 
ceased. The body -was that of a boy 11 
or 12 years of age. It was in an ad- 
vanced state of decomposition. The only 
important mark of violence on the body 
"was a large contusion over the right eye. 
On opening the brain, no injury was 
found to the brain or skull. The' lungs 
were full of frothy fluid. The riirht side 
of the heart was very much distended 
and full of hiood. There was nothing 
abnormal found in the abdominal or- 
gans. The dins'* of death was due to 
drowning. The contusion had all the 



evidence of having been produced in 
life; perhaps by striking against some- 
thing in falling into (he water, ft was 
no', tiaiio after death. 

Mr. Henry, the father of the deceased, 
was next, called. He hail seen the body 
of deceased and could identify it. He 
last saw the boy alive on December 2G. 
There was nothing the matter with him. 
On the 27th the hoy and girl brought 
his dinner. The boy and another lad 
were playing with some ducks near the 
small bridge on Bridge street. The girl 
iwaited about 15 minutes and then went 
back. 'He reported the disappearance 
lo the police the next morning; bad no 
idea who the boys were who were with 
deceased; never had been able to find 
out. 

('. Medrich stated that be went to 
ILeigh's null on 'Monday. He saw the 
coat of deceased floating in the water. 
Telephoned to police from Leigh's of- 
fice. He knew George Henry by sight. 

Constable Jacob Wood said he, in 
company with Constable Harper, found 
the body of George Henry with 1>oth 
feet sticking in the mud. 

After n short deliberation the jury 
turned a verdict of found drowned.

Steamer Amur arrived yesterday mor- 
ning, bringing eleven passengers and a 
budget of recent advices from the north- 
land. News was given of now finds in 
the Klondike, the Xanana and die 
KoJ^Usuk. and two miners have reached 
Haines lui?si°I» from a new-found creek 
in the Canadian "Porcupine, with $10,000 
to show for two months' work. News 
was also given of a tragedy of the 
trail, of development at Atlin, snd mild 
weather prevalent at Dawson. 

Second bedrock hus been struck again 
on Eldorado— this tinio on tho be^'Ji, 
claim on the right limit adjoining ' No- 
27. The claim is ownod by liorsman & 
Dunn, and they are. getting big pay 
from tho second bedrock. Pans ob- 
tained run from ,$1 to $5, and among 
other gold was a $12 nugget. In con- 
sequence there is talk ot sinking pros- 
pect holes on other claims. 

The depth of the second bedrock on 
No. 27 beneath the first bedrock is 30 
feet. Starting on the first bedrock, the 
men passed through 12 feet of hard- 
pan and other almost refractory earth, 
and then came on tho gravel lying above 
the second bedrock. After passing 
through this gravel to within a short 
distance of tho second bedrock, they 
struck pay. 

The DarveOu News of the 27th says 
Burnham, coming into Dominion about 
183 below lower, is the latest mecca of 
the stampeders. A number of the 
mushers have started for the creek early 
this week, as the result of a report 
spread that a prospector had found 
something on the stream about 2."i feet 
deep. 

STAMPED BBS BUSY. 

" Tho town of Circle is deserted," 
says the Dawson News, " by all men 
save the storekeepers. The crowd has 
gone to the new diggings, which are 011 
(iooil Pasture creek, a tributary of the 
'Chenoa, which in turn Hows into tho 
Tanana. There are, perhaps, 150 men 
gone from Circle. 

"Tho pay on Good Pasture runs from 
four to seven cents to the pan, and the 
average layer of dead material, which 
is muck, over the pay dirt is four to five 
feet. 

"Not only on Good Pasture itself, but 
on several streams tributary to it, and 
on another 7r> miles southeast, pay lias 
been struck. 

"To enter the Good Pasture country, 
one can go in over the trail which leads 
from Kagle to Vuhles. or can follow the 
trail out from Forty-Mile." 

ANOTHER STRIKE. 

Rich ground has also been found in 
the Canadian territory in Porcupine dis- 
trict. Two prospectors— A. Bronson and 
.1. iP. Miller— arrived nt Raines Mission 
on January 12, and to the correspondent 
of the Skae-way Alaskan at Haines Mis- 
sion .Mr. Bronson exhibited $5,000 in 
gold dust taken from a tributary of 
(Mlisli creek, about 150 miles from the 
const. Miller bad an equal amount of 
dust. Both men claim they worked 
only two months on their property. 

Bronson said they had a big thing, 
and were keeping the exact locution in 
the dark. He says they will return 
early in the spring with several friends 
whom they will let in on the find. 
RUSH TO KOYUKTJK. 
lAccording to advices from Dawson on 
January 7, great interest was being 
taken there in tho new finds made in the 
Koyukuk district. In a letter sent to 
Dawson from Coldfoot, in tho new dis- 
trict, D. A. McKenzio, the United 
States commissioner there, says that be- 
fore the freeze-up a .?0(!0 nugget was 
found. The great drawbacks of the 
district are the poverty of the miners 
and the great cost of provisions. (Pay 
extends over a great area, and Mr. Mc- 
Kcnzio (will .be greatly disappointed if 
the district does not turn out to be a 
great producer. 

In consequence of the stampede that 
is now brewing at Dawson, the price of 
dogs for use .011 the trail has gone up to 
between .?-|0 and $75. 

Never since a United 'States consulato 
was established at Dawson, save the 
Dawson News of January 7. has there 
been such a demand for American 
powers of attorney as were acknow- 
ledged before Consular Clerk V. W. 
( .nyton yesterday. 

IFOR INCORPORATION. 
A despatch from Dawson on January 
14 says a canvass of the votes cast at 
tho city election on the nth instant re- 
sulted in a majority of 07 for an elective 
council as against an appointive com- 
mission. Six- hundred and eighty-seven 
votes were cast. 

Tho election for city officers will nrob- 
nhly be called to take iilace early in 
iMareh. The prospective candidates for 
mayor are Court Cleric McDonald, 'A 1 . D. 
W illiams, and Dr. Thompson. •

Frozen to death. 

Joseph Ligler, of the Middle LaRargo 
Road House, froze to death on the 
night of January S on the trail while 
en route from White Ilorse to his 
home. A storm blew up whilo lie was 
on the trail, and when within a mile of 
his home it raged with terrible velocity, 
drifting the snow in a manner to in- 
tensify the darkness of the night. The 
lantern he was carrying evidently blew 
out, and while lie was trying to re- 
light it he must have lost the trail. 
Realizing that be was .freezing, ho 
crawled a distance of 75 feet before 
j losing consciousness. The body was 
| found next day by Mr. Terrili, a packer, 
and was taken on to tho aoad house. 
The police have been notified. His 
family reside in San Francisco.

bonk, ami he has never seen any evi- 
dence of it. 

He was particularly positive that no 
platinum nuggets have ever been seen in 
this country, and has watched more or 
less closely for platinum in any form. 
He says he does not believe there is 
any there, and if there is, it must be in 
the form of an alloy with gold.
